73 Major Cities ‘Paralyzed’ 


East Liverpool’s first participa­ 
tion in an air raid alert w°nt off 
“ extremely well” Friday 
after­ 
noon, Thomas W. Eason, Civil De­ 
fense director, said today. 
Eason and Safety - Service Di­ 
rector William C. Heasley s a i d 
they were “well satisfied’’ w i t h 
the public's co - operation in the 
alert which halted all downtown 
traffic and sent pedestrians 
to 
shelter seconds after the siren sig­ 
naled the start of the air raid test 
at 4:10 p. rn. 
The response of some IOO C i v i I 
Defense volunteers, including auxi­ 
liary police, Army Reservists, mo­ 
bile support unit and regular pa­ 
trolmen and firemen was “excep­ 
tionally good,” Eason said. 
Eason said he toured the down­ 
town area while Capt. John 
W. 
Muller Jr., commanding officer of 
the Co. A, 778th Tank Battalion, 
inspected the East End area. 
Civil Defense vehicles were t h e 
only traffic on the streets as the 
volunteer workers halted traffic at 
all major intersections. 
An Army tank and the CD’s 
rescue truck moved through t h e 
downtown area minutes after the 
siren sounded. 
The rescue truck and the Red 
Cross emergency car were s t a ­ 
tioned in the Diamond where Di­ 
rector Heasley and Acting Police 
Chief Americo Radeschi observed 
the test. 
Heasley commented he 
didn’t 
believe it was possible to stop traf­ 
fic so completely. 
Regular police and firemen vol­ 
unteered for duty during the alert, 
the officials pointed out.

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Millions ‘Killed’ 
In Mock Attack

Seventy-three 
of 
the 
nation’s 
major cities were a theoretical 
wasteland today in the wake of a 
giant simulated nuclear attack. 
Millions were reported “killed’’ 
as mock enemy bombers smashed 
targets across the country Fri­ 
day. The biggest test in this hem­ 
isphere also affected Canada, Ha­ 
waii and Puerto Rico. 
It was a grim rehearsal for a 
possible disaster that may strike 
any time. 
For most Americans the drill is 
already over. Civil Defense work­ 
ers, however, were expected to 
tackle new problems today 
the 
second day of the 50-hour exercise 
“Alert III.” 
Theoretically, there was enough 
time Friday for the nation to 
brace itself for the enemy blow. 
In Washington, President Eisen­ 
hower hurried into an emergency 
session of a temporarily enlarged 
National Security Council as soon! 


as the sirens wailed “y e l l o w 
alert” at ll a.m. EDT. 
More than 
30-goveniment de­ 
partments sent skeleton staffs to 
secret relocation centers at “safe” 
distances from the capital. 
Washington itself wrs theoreti­ 
cally evacuated at the time of the 
mock blast that would have seared 
the city. 
Through an emergency press 
headquarters some IOO miles from 
the capital, the President author­ 
ized a “test” declaration of “un­ 
limited national emergency and a 
state of war.” 
The conduct of the test, de­ 
signed to train Civil Defense, mili­ 
tary and government personnel to 
cope with problems arising from a 
nuclear attack, varied in different 
cities. Some required public parti­ 
cipation, some did not.

PANAMA (rf) — President Eisen­ 
hower arrived here tod«y for a 
get-together of the chiefs of state 
of the American republics aimed 
at strengthening the historic bonds 
of pan-American friendship.

Both branches are expected to 
pass it quickly and send it to Ei­ 
senhower. 
Sen. Kerr (D-Okla), one of the

predicted 
flatly that 
he wiU sign it.” 
The conferees accepted the bill 
largely as it passed the Senate 
One major provision of the com­ 
promise bill calls for a % per 
cent increase in the Social Secur­ 
ity tax starting next Jan I. This 
would be split evenly between em­ 
ployer and employe and would ap­ 
ply on the first $4,200 of earn­ 
ings each year. 
Thus an individual covered by 
Social Security, and his employer, 
would start paying die tax at the 
rate of 2*4 per cent next year.

ULYSSES SIMPSON GRANT 


Ulysses Hiram Grant was born in a log cabin 
April 27, 1822, at Point Pleasant, Ohio, son of a 
tanner of small means. Worked as a farm hand until 
17. Wishing to be a soldier, he graduated from West 
Point, 1843, where an error in registration had him 
listed as Ulysses Simpson Grant 
He served through the Mexican War; then re­ 
signed, after a year in Oregon as captain. Failing in 
various occupations in Missouri, he moved to Galena, 
Illinois, 1860, to work for his father. Appointed 
colonel at the start of the Civil War, he was Lieuten­ 
ant General in command of all the Union armies at 
its dose and recognized as the most successful soldier 
of his time. He forced Lee’s surrender, ending the 
war. Congress gave him the rank of General. His 
efforts toward reconstruction increased his popu­ 
larity and he was unanimously chosen on the first 
ballot as Republican nominee for President in 1868. 
Inaugurated eighteenth President of the United 
States March 4, 1869, he served two terms. This 
was the most corrupt period in U. S. political history. 


Though he was above suspidon himself, his depend­ 
ente upon the judgment of friends and politicians 
resulted in unwise appointments. The panic of 1873 
was the outcome of a situation where investment 
ran into speculation and industrial activity exceeded 
demand. He failed as a politician. However, by set­ 
tling peaceably the “Alabama” claims against Great 
Britain, vetoing a currency inflation bill, and calling 
for the resumption of specie payments, he measured 
up to the expectation of the people. 
Defeated for the 1880 Presidential nomination, 
he became a partner in a Wall Street bank. Made 
bankrupt by its collapse, he consented to write his 
memoirs, which earned dose to half a million dollars. 
Hopelessly ill as he finished his writings at Mt 
McGregor, New Yolk, he died July 23,1885, aged 63. 
He waged his battles with apparent disregard for 
human slaughter, but really hated bloodshed and 
was kind and lovable. An expert swimmer, he en­ 
joyed all sports. His favorite pastime was horseback 
riding.

90-5-5 Ratio Goal 
Of Gist Sharing In 
Highway Building 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (JI—Mayors 
of Ohio’s major cities are carry­ 
ing their fight for a 90-5-5 ratio 
of cost sharing in urban express­ 
way construction to Gov. Frank 
J. Lausche. 
State Highway Director S. O. 
Linzell has recommen led that the 
cities be asked lo put up the full 
IO per cent after the federal gov­ 
ernment, under the new hignway 
bill, chips in 90 per cent of the 
cost of urban expressways on in­ 
terstate routes. The mayors want 
the state and local governments 
to split the IO per cent. 
The decision to get the governor 
into the picture was made Friday 
at a meeting of mayors held here. 
Linzell 
told 
the 
mayors 
he 
favors having cities pay the en­ 
tire IO per cent now whether or 
not the projects are on the inter­ 
state system. If they woald agree 
to that, he said, he might recon­ 
sider this share arter July I, 1957. 
The mayors agreed if L i n z e 11 
would assure them of a 90-5-5 split 
after that date. But Linzell said 
ie couldn’t make such a promise. 
The State Highway Construction 
Council must approve all his rec­ 
ommendations, he said. 
The mayors approved a resolu 
tion demanding that non federal 
costs of urban interstate express­ 
way projects be shared equally by 
state and city. 
Copies of the resolution went to 
Lausche, the State Highway De­ 
partment and the Highway Con­ 
struction Council. 
The governor has never commit­ 
ted himself on the cost-splitting 
ormula he favors. 
Linzell said by lotting the cities 
pay the IO per cent, the state 
would save money it could use in 
rural areas where interstate pro­ 
jects would be a heavier burden 
on taxpayers. 
The mayors retorted that the 
Highway Department was trying 
to establish a policy benefiting 
rural areas at the expense of the 
cities. 
Formerly, the iederal govern 
merit chipped in only 50 per cent 
of the cost of interstate highway 
projects. 
The state and cities 
would—and still do—split the other 
50 per cent down the middle. 
The cities are pressing for Ohio 
to adopt immediately the new 
90-10 plan, with the IO split be­ 
tween state and city. 
The mayors decided to ask Lin 
zell three questions: 
1. What will be the total cost of 
IO per cent matching of interstate 
projects to state and local govern­ 
ments through July I 1959? 
2. Does the state have sufficient 
funds available to pay a per cent 
of interstate costs and IO per cent 
of all other federal and state proj­ 
ect costs? 
3. If not, will the State Highway 
Department present legislation at 
the next session of the (general 
Assembly to provide 
sufficient 
funds?

How To Adjust To Other People 


I was walking through a large 
factory one day with a man fa­

with other people. Number two, 
one must have common, ordinary, 
everyday intelligence. N u m b e r 
three, the ability to work hard, to 
apply one’s self, is essential. And, 
number four, a person needs tech­ 
nical skill.” I was surprised at 
the order of his listing. I would 
have expected him to put technical 
skill first and intelligence second. 
But, instead, this expert told me 
that people succeed or fail, first of 
all, to the extent they are able to 
adjust to other people. 


THE ART OF adjustment is a 
skill which anyone can learn. It 
consists, first, in emphasizing the 
ooints of agreement and similari­ 
ty, rather than differences or dis­ 
agreements. 
In a divorce case, the quarreling 
couple was before a judge to settle 
the details of the division of their 
joint property. The last item on 
their list was their wedding pic­ 
ture. 
“He’s not going to get that Dic- 
ture,” the wife told the jurist “It’s 
the best picture of me ever taken. 
I’m going to keep it.” 
“But it’s the best picture of me 
I have.” said the husband, brist­ 
ling. “I want it.” 
The judge held the picture up 
and looked at it speculatively. “I 
can see it’s a fine picture of each 
of you. How long ago was it tak­ 
en?” 
“Twenty years ago, ’ thev an­ 
swered together. 


THE JUDGE continued to exam­ 


ine the photograph, looking up now 
and then to study the acrimonious 
pair. “You certainly were a nice 
looking couple. I never saw a pret­ 
tier girl. The face of this girl is 
sweet, her eyes kindly.” He looked 
directly at the womaa. ‘ You have 
changed, haven’t you?”

Lord Chesterfield 
wrote to his son: “Make every 
oerson like himself a little better 
and I promise that he will like 
you very much indeed.” 
In every one of your personal 
relationships there is a sure way 
to get along successfully and that 
is to ask yourself this question: 
“How would I like to be treated?” 
Then treat the other person exact­ 
ly that way 
Of course, this idea is not mine. 
It is a basic concept in the greatest 
book on personal adjustment ever 
written. Ifs as simple as th e 
words. “Love thy neighbor as thy­ 
self.” That is the secret of adjust­ 
ing to other people.

Lions Hear Store Manager 
Penney Co. History Seen 
Based On Founder Ideals 


The history of the J. C. Penney 
Co. expresses the founder’s beliefs 
and ideals, members of the Lions 
Club were told by George F. Muel­ 
ler, local store manager, at a 
luncheon meeting Friday at t h e 
Travelers Hotel. 
Penney has based his operations 
on the Golden Rule, which he also 
selected as name of the f i r s t 
stores in the nationwide chain that 
now has grown to 1700 stores, 
Mueller said. 
His cardinal principles are fair 


play, thrift, savings and h a r d 
work, Mueller pointed out He used 
several examples from Penney’s 
life to show the strict ethical code 
which his father, a Methodist min­ 
ister, imposed on him. 
Penney was told at 8 to under­ 
take to earn and buy his own 
clothes, but his father supervised 
each venture and made him rea­ 
lize he must conform to the code 
regardless of the consequences. 
From the three stores purchased 
in 1906 tor $30,000, Penney’s pro­ 


gressed to 22 in 1911 and continued 
to expand. The firm was changed 
from a partnership to a corpora­ 
tion, but the plan of sharing prof­ 
its with management has been con­ 
tinued, Mueller pointed out. 
Penney started his first job as a 
clerk in a February with a salary 
of $25 for the balance of th e 
year. Because of his sales ability, 
he was paid $200 the second year 
and advanced to $300 the following 
year. 
After his health failed he moved 
to Denver and started a meat mar­ 
ket which folded a few weeks later 
because Penney wouldn’t compro­ 
mise his principles. 
He later went to work in a Wyo­ 
ming town and was offered a one- 
third interest when the firm start­ 
ed to expand. He later purchased 
the stores and started the chain. 


The company now is concentrat­ 
ing its expansion in larger cities 
and shopping centers, Mueller con­ 
cluded. 
He was introduced by F r a n k

brought the comment from Mont­ 
gomery C o u n t y Commissipner 
Harry J. Kiefaber that “this was 
the worst air raid alert I have 
seen. I am very much upset. . . 
What’s the use of spending money 
for civil defense. It’s too bad the 
public doesn’t take CD more ser­ 
iously.” 
Just 47 minutes after the gov­ 
ernor’s office in Columbus receiv­ 
ed word that the alert was on, 
the governor and his staff, state 
department heads and other elect­ 
ed officials were at the previously 
prepared emergency capitol many 
miles outside the estimated zone 
of deadly radioactive fallout. 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche told his 
cabinet assembled at the retreat: 
“We are here to awaken in the 
minds of the people that there is 
an impending danger. We can’t 
very well ask local governments 
to do anything about civil defense 
unless we are willing to act our­ 
selves.” 
While state officials discussed 
the make believe attack and other 
problems, civil defense communi- 
citions were kept busy. The com­ 
munication system brought word 
of atom bomb attacks on Steuben 
Ville, Canton, Youngstown, Dayton 
ard Hamilton. 
Civil defense officials said the 
flight to the secret retreat was in­ 
tended to prove “that state gov­ 
ernment can continue to operate 
effectively in the face of terrible 
dir aster.” 
| Evacuation” of 300 patients 
from Mercy Hospital in Canton 
was completed in 45 minutes. It 
was directed by Sister M. Hen­ 
rietta, administrator of the hospi­ 
tal.

Some 2,000 persons on Youngs­ 
town’s West Side will be evacuat­ 
ed Sunday as part of the test 
Most are residents of a housing 
settlement. 
The evacuees will be transport­ 
ed to the north of the city, fed, 
and then returned home. 
Civil Defense officials said a 
hypothetical enemy bomb in the 
Hamilton area “killed” 24,000 and 
“injured” 
21,000 persons. 
They 
said radioactive fallout from that 
bomb would have spread over a 
wide area.

Counterfeiter 
Gives Self Up 


2 Arraigned In 
Cleveland Case 


CLEVELAND (3—A tall, curly- 
haired man walked into the U. S. 
Secret 
Service office, 
plunked 
down a bundle of counterfeit bills, 
and said, “I got a whole suitcase 
of this in my car.” 
He did, too. The suitcase was 
packed with bundles of counter­ 
feit $5 and $10 bills totalling $80,- 
000. 
Why did Andrew T. Post, 33- 
year-old father of three, make the 
phony money, then turn himself 
in without spending it? 
“I asked myself what I was do­ 
ing and I decided I was doing 
wrong. I started thinking of my 
family,” he explained. 
Post told Michael P. Burger, 
new head of the Cleveland Secret 
Service office, that he “always 
had an idea about making counter­ 
feit money.” 
He said he didn’t really need 
it. He helps bis father run a profit­ 
able soft drink bottling plant. 
Last April, Post said in a state­ 
ment, he broached the counter­ 
feiting plot to Willard VanTreese. 
55, a sign maker who had printed 
labels for Post’s bottling works. 
They bought a printing press 
and a camera. After experiment­ 
ing with IO different engraving 
plates, they finally ran off the 
money, working nights and week­ 
ends. 
The secret 
service 
said the 
printing was good, but the paper 
was bad. 
Post said his investment in the 
counterfeiting plant was $4,000. He 
passed a few of the notes on a 
trip East, then decided to turn 
himself in. 
His father was flabbergasted. 
“He wouldn’t pick a nickel off 
the floor without asking who it be­ 
longed to,” said the elder Post. 
-Post and VanTreese were ar­ 
raigned Friday before U. S. Com­ 
missioner H. A. Horn on counter­ 
feiting charges that carry up to 15 
years in prison. Neither was able 
to post $7,500 bail, but Post’s fath­ 
er said he would try to raise the 
bond.
